2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims recite a reversible thermosensitive recording layer wherein the recording layers 
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are formed on a non-transparent substrate such that the longest wavelength recording 
layer is nearest to the substrate and the recording wavelengths used for the recording 
layers decreases as one gets further away from the substrate. This structure and 
ordering of layers is not found in the prior art and has been shown to give unexpected 
results. As shown in the applicant's specification this ordering results high image quality 
free from fogging.
